When the world is full of tension, he said, it is indispensable to have an 


independent, united and unified Eurcpe—a Europe which can take more practical 


and effective steps in East-West and South-North relations, particularly in 
the relations with the Mediterranean, Middle East and African countries.

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DISARMAMENT COMMITTEE CLOSES SPRING SESSION

[Text] Geneva, 23 Apr (XINHUA)--The 1982 session of the Geneva Committee on 
Disarmament (CD) adjourmed today. 


During the spring session of the committee which opened on February 2, dele- 
gates from many countries spoke of the adverse impact of the preSent grave 
international situation on the multilateral disarmament negotiations. They 
pointed out that the situation is characterized by the superpowers aggression, 
expansion and military occupation and the increasingly intensified arms race 
between them. Under such circumstances, the negotiations within the frame- 
work of the CD have not been able to make real progress on the substantive 
disarmament issues in the past three years. 


The major items under negotiation are: banning of nuclear tests, cessation 
of nuclear arms race and reduction of nuclear arms, security assurances for 
non-nuclear weapons states, prohibition of chemical weapons, banning of 
radiological and other new-type weapons of mass destruction, and a comprehen- 
Sive programme on disarmament. 


During the spring session the CD decided to set up an ad-hoc working group 

for negotiations on the question of banning nuclear tests, one of the two 
major items remaining without working groups, the other being the cessation of 
nuclear arms race and reduction of nuclear weapons. 


The CD's 1982 session is scheduled to resume on August 3.

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PRC AT UN COMMISSION ON HUMAN SETTLEMENTS MEETING

[Text] Nairobi, 26 Apr (XINHUA)--The fifth session of the United Nations Com 
mission on Human Settlements opened at the Kenyatta Intemational Conference 
Centre here this afternoon. 


The sessior will discuss recommendations on a programme for the international 
year of shelter for the homeless poor which the UN has called for 1987. Other 
main items on the agenda include planning for human settlements in disaster- 
prone areas, transportation for urban and rural areas with emphasis on groups 
with limited resources. 


Mrs Imelda Marcos, wife of Philippine President Ferdinand Marcos and Philip- 
pine Minister of Human Settlements, opened the fifth session im her capabity 
as the outgoing chairman of the commission. In her speech, she called for 
coordination among related United Nations organs and specialized agencies, 
governments, public and private sectors of all countries in a coordinated ef- 
fort for the improvement of human settlements. 


Speaking on behalf of the host government, Kenyan Minister of Foreign Affairs 
Robert Ouko stressed that "development is about people”. 


The executive director of the United Nations Centre for Human Settiements 
(UNCHS), Arcot Ramachandran, made a report on the state of human settlements 
of the world. He expressed concer about the deterioration of the conditions 
of human settlements as a result of rapid urbanization. He warned that at the 
present rate, urban population in developing countries will double within the 
next 20 years to 2,000 million, resulting in growing slums, squatter settle- 
ments, over-crowding and deteriorating transport and santitation services. 
Meanwhile, the majority of the people in developing councries will still be 
living in rural areas and "confronted by problems of isolation, undernourish- 
ment, poor housing conditions, shortage of water, and lack of transport, 
electricity, health and educational services." 


He added that social conditions woulc not automatically improve as a conse- 
quence of economic development. “It is imperative that governments recognize 
the need for integration of social, economic and physical development programmes 








in order to bring about balanced progress for all socio-economic groups in all 
aspects of their living, working and recreational environment." The commission 


which is the governing body of the UNCHS was established by the United Nations 


General Assembly in 1978 and consists of 58 member states. 


Chinese Ambassador to Kenya Yang Keming attended the opening ceremony as an 


observer. 


The meeting is scheduled to last until May 7th.

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REAGAN MEETS VISITING NETHERLANDS QUEEN

[Text] Washington, 19 Apr (XINHUA)--U.S. President Reagan today met at the 
White House Queen Beatrix of the Netherlands, and the two leaders proclaimed 
the 19th of April as the Dutch-American Friendship Day. 


The Dutch queen and her husband, Prince Claus, are on a six-day state visit 
to the United States, which coincides with the celebration of the 200th an- 
niversarv of the establishment of diplomatic relations between the United 
States and the Netherlands. 


During their meeting this morming, Reagan emphasized the importance of 
strengthening the U.S.-Dutch relations at a time when some nations in Europe 
want to “achieve military superiority" over the NATO in which the Netherlands 
is a member. 


Besides the cultural and historical ties, the United States and the Nether- 
lands have strong economic relations. The Netherlands is America's third 
largest trade partner in Europe and Dutch investment accounts for a quarter of 
all direct foreign investments in the United States. 


However, the Dutch Government joined other West European countries last year 
in complaining about the adverse impact of high U.S. interest rates on the 
economy of the European Common Market. The two countries also couldn't see 
eye to eye on some political issues, such as the policy toward detente and 
the deployment of U.S. cruise missiles in Western Europe.

He said the problem of Greece's relations with the military alliance is being 
tackled by his government. However, he added, since the new Spanish Republic 
considers its NATO membership as an important move even affecting the country's 
intermal structure, Greece cannot but approve the application, regardless of 
whatever doubts Greece may have about the alliance’s usefulness as far as this 
country is concermed. 


Sotelo was satisfied with Papandreou's speech. He referred to the common 
historical, cultural and political bonds between the two countries. 


Sotelo said they also discussed various problems in Europe, matters concerning 
the EEC and NATO, and the problems the two coumtries have with the two Westem 


organisations. 


Sotelo left for home this afternoon at the end of his two-day visit.

[Text] Salisbury, 17 Apr (XINHUA)--Prime Minister Mugabe said today: "Last 
two years of our independence have been years marked by good progress showing 
that the initial goals of our independence have been fulfilled." 


Speaking at a press conference Mugabe said: “When we started as new govern- 
ment, we made clear to the nation that our main priority was achievement of 
peace, unity of our people and establishment of a government under the guiding 
principle and policy of national reconciliation." 


Reviewing the achievements made by the government in the past two years, 
Mugabe said: "We are happy that the people of all Zimbabwe have decided on 
a path of peace and decided to unite in the establishment of a society based 
on the recognition that we are one." 


Mugabe added that the establishment of peace showed itself in the military by 
the establishment of a single army, in political field by the national unity 
of the government and in economic field by the growth rate of 14 percent in 
1980 and 8 percent in 1981. 


Referring to relations between ZANU (PF) and ZAPU, Mugabe said despite dis- 
covery of arms caches on ZAPU's properties, there is still room for unity 
between ZANU and ZAPU. 

Reviewing foreign relations in the last two years, Mugabe said Zimbabwe has 
established broad relations with many countries and international organiza- 


tions and reaffirmed its policy of non-alignment. 


He condemned the apartheid policy of South Africa and pledged to continue 
supporting struggle of the Namibian people for independence.

AUSTRALIAN MINISTERS RESIGN FOR SMUGGLING TV

[Text] Canberra, 20 Apr (XINHUA)--Two Australian Government ministers, 
Minister for Health M. J. MacKeller and Minister for Business and Consumer 
Affairs J. C. Moore, resigned last night because of being involved in an inci- 
dent of bringing in a color television set without payment of customs duty. 


This was announced last night by Prime Minister Malcolm Fraser who had ac- 
cepted their resignations. 


It was reported that MacKellar brought a color television home last October 
without paying duty after a false customs declaration had been filled out in 
his name by a member of his staff. When the incident was brought to the atten- 
tion of Mr Moore, who had ministerial responsibility for the customs, the lat- 
ter phoned MacKellar to emphasize the seriousness of making a false customs 
declaration, but failed to follow up the questions. 


The revelation of the incident to the public last weekend by the secretary 
of the Customs Officers Association brought heavy press pressure to bear on 
the prime minister to sack tl 1. 


The incident was reportedly at the top of the agenda of a special cabinet 
meeting held be fore Malcom Fraser made the announcement. 


Fraser announced last night that he had nominated Minister for Employment and 
Youth Affairs N. A. Brown to replace MacKellar as minister for health, and 
Minister for Aboriginal Affairs Senator Baume to take over Moore's portfolio. 
Both assignments are "for the time being” until permanent arrangements are 
made. 


Asked if there would be a cabinet reshuffle, the prime minister said, "I think 
there's been a fairly broad assumption that there will be at some appropriate 
time." 


Since the Liberal Party's defeat by the Labour Party in the Victorian State 
election on April 3, there has been persistent suggestions of a cabinet re- 
shuffle in the near future.

LIBYA'S ECONOMIC GROWTH VIEWED

[Text] Tripoli, 30 Apr--Great changes have taken place in Libya, an "ancient 
desert country," in the past 10 years or more. 


Libya was formerly an under-developed agricultural and livestock-breeding 
country. Since 1959, the country has discovered various oil fields with de- 
posits estimated at 5,000 million tons. Exploitation started so quickly that 
the country produced 159 million tons of oil in 1970 (the oil output fell to 
55 million tons in 1981), now it has become one of the major oil producing 
and exportiug countriec of the world. At present, Libya is making headway 
in developing its oil processing industry along with the oil exploitation. 
Oil has gathered sizable fortune for the country, whose oil earnings amounted 
to 23,000 million U.S. dollars in 1980, or 55 percent of the gross national 
product. The country's per capital national income reached as high as 10,000 
U.S. dollars as against only 135 U.S. dollars in 1958. 


Libya has been making great efforts to change its oil export-oriented econony. 
In the five-year plan (1976-1980) period, the Libyan Government allocated 
3,100 million Libyan dinars out of its total investment of 7,800 million to 
develop agriculture, industry and power industry. The coim.try has now achieved 
self-sufficiency by and large in barley, vegetables, fruit and egg products. 
The self-sufficiency rate of wheat, meat and milk has grown. Progress has 
also been made in afforestation. Meanwhile remarkable developments have been 
achieved in textile, food processing, petro-chemical and building material 
industries. 


The Libyan Government has also exploited the oil revenue to develop education 
and public health, and improve traffic facilities and housing conditions as 
well as other social welfare. In the past ten years, free education and medi- 
cal care have been instituted throughout the country step by step. The num- 
bers of middle schools, their teachers and students and of the doctors have 
all doubled in this period. Now the country boastsover 500,000 cars running 
all over the country in place of camels. The seaside highway, 1,800 kilo- 
metres long, has become the trunk line running across the country.

Libya's road of development is by no means smooth sailing. Its political 

and economic systems are to be probed and experiences and lessons to be summed 
up. The Soviet Union is trying hard to expand its influence in Libya through 
selling arms and dispatching military advisers to the country. Meanwhile, 

the United States has exerted pressures on Libya by banning import of oil 

from the country. People are looking forward to fresh successes of this an- 
cient and young nation in continuing its advance anc improving its relationship 
with African and Arab countries.

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He stressed that differences among the Arabs "should be settled peacefully 
and within an Arab framework.

He 
called for preserving the integrity of Lebanon's soil and its political in- 
dependence and for non-interference of other countries in its affairs. 


The minister said that the recovery of the Sinai heralded the end of an era 
and opened the door for fresh activities by Egypt for reaching a just, over- 
all and comprehensive settlement in the Middle East. He said that Egypt is 
ready to play the role of full partner in any future negotiations between the 
Arabs and Israel. 


Ghali said that the Egypt-Israel relations were normal and ordinary ones like 
those existing between Egypt and some 150 countries. “Egypt rejects to have 
any distinguished relations with Israel and placed that principle on record 
in the peace treaty and in all the other agreements it signed with Israel," 
he added.

Representative of Somali Ahmed Mohamed Adan said Israel shoudl relinquish its 
illegal occupation of Jerusalem. Only then could there be an end to the 
desecration of the holy places in Jerusalem and the forcible alteration of its 
demographic character. 


Zehdi Labib Terzi, representatiw of the Palestine Liberation Organization, 
read out a message from the mayo. of Gaza to the president of the Security 
Council urging the council to act to prevent Israeli terrorism before it was 
too late.

The special session, which adjourned on July 29, 1980 was reconvened today 
by the current president of the General Assembly at the request of member 


States of the coordinating bureau of the nonaligned countries which met recent- 
ly in Kuwait. 


Faruq Qaddumi, observer of the Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO), urged 
the Security Council to take necessary actions to protect the Palestinian 
people and their land, the West Bank and the Gaza Strij, until there was a 
complete Israeli withdrawal. He pointed out that Israel and the United States 
should shoulder the responsibility for the failure to reach a political solu- 
tion. 


"Abd al—Halim Khaddam, deputy prime minister and minister of foreign affairs 
of Syria, said that a just peace required Israel's total withdrawal from all 
the occupied Arab territories and the recognition of the inalienable national 
rights of the Palestinian people, including the right to repatriation, self- 
determination and the establishment of their own independent state on their 
own soil. 


He criticized the United States for repeatedly using its veto power in the 
Security Council to paralyse the work of the UN, and protecting Israel from 
mandatory sanctions. This attitude has encouraged Israel to continue its 
aggression, he added. 


[Massamba Sarre], representative of Senegal, said that his country hoped to 
stop any further deterioriation in the situation in Palestine with the United 
Nations being unable to play its rightful role in stopping the process. 


He reaffirmed Senegal's solidarity with the Palestinian people under the gui- 
dance of PLO and called on Israel to withdraw from al] the territories it has 
occupied since 1967.

Israeli jet in the air battle fought over Beirut and Bekaa al~Biga’. Syria 
lost two jets. 


A spokesman for the Israeli Army announced that the Israeli Air Force planes 
raided three targets of Palestinian guerrillas "in retaliation" for the 
Palestinian operations inside Israel in violation of the cease-fire and 
attacks against Israeli diplomats in Europe. 


PLO Chairman Yasir ‘Arafat called an urgent meeting of the Palestine military 
committee after the Israeii attack. in a message to the UN secretary general, 
"Arafat denounced the Israeli aggression. 


The Israeli bombing today has completely scuttled the cease-fire agreement 
reached with Palestine last July.

Indonesian representative Abdullah Kamil said that faced with the rapidly 
deteriorating situation caused by the determination of Israel to absorb all 
occupied Arab territories, the General Assembly could not allow the United 
Nations to become immobilized and powerless in the implementation of its 
resolutions. 


Oscar Gonzalez of Mexico declared Mexico maintained thac the Palestinians 
should be allowed to establish their own independent state and that Israel 
should withdraw totally from the illegally occupied Arab territories. 


Romanian representative Teodor Marinescu said that the recent actions of the 
Israeli authorities, including the grave measures taken against the Palestin- 
ians on the West Bank and Gaza, were designed to reinforce Israeli military 
domination. He added that the new Israeli attack against Lebanon could only 
make the struggle for peace more difficult. 


Harold H. Francis of New Zealand said that a key element in the negotiation 
for a just,—durable and comprehensive Middle East peace settlement is the 
realization of the rights and aspirations of the Palestinian people. 


Belgian representative Edmond Dever speaking on behalf of the 10 member states 

of the European community said that the heads of state of the ten had denounced 
the measures imposed on the Palestinian population by the Israeli authorities. 

He pointed out that the Israeli policy of creating settlements in the occupied 

Arab territories was a grave obstacle to peace in the region. 


He said that all countries in the region had the right to live in peace, the 
Palestinian people had the right to self-determination, and the PLO should 
be associated with the negotiations.

Indian representative Natarajan Krishnan said that the acts of state terror- 
ism perpetratec by Israel against the Palestinians had aroused universal 
indignation and deserved strong condemnation. He urged the Security Council 
to take effective action including imposition of mandatory sanctions against 
Israel to compel it to comply with the council's decisions.

He asked Israel to 
abide by UN resolutions, respect the principles of international law and 
observe the Geneva convention, 


Burundi representative Gerard Baranyanduza said that the General Assembly must 
condemn in unequivocal terms Israel's illegal occupation of Arab territories 
and its annexation of Jerusalem and the Golan Heights. He also accused imper- 
ialist circles of seeking to impose hegemony in the Middle East, through their 
support of Israel. 


Brazilian representative Sergio Correa da Costa listed four indispensable 
conditions for peace in the Middle East: the complete withdrawal of Israeli 
occupation forces from all Arab territories; the exercise of the right of the 
Palestinian people to return to Palestine, and the recognition of their right 
to self-determination, independence and sovereignty; peace negotiations; and 
the recognition of the right of all states in the region to live in peace 
within recognized borders.

If Israel did not observe the provisions of 
the UN Charter, the organization must be prepared to take appropriate sanc- 
tions against it, he stressed, 


The representative of Saudi Arabia pointed out that the unlimited support 
given to Israel by certain countries, and the incapacity of the Security Coun- 
cil due to the United States veto, had aggravated the situation in the region. 
He called for the restoration of the credibility of the United Nations." The 
time has come when Israel's membership should be suspended and military 

and economic measures should be taken to prevent it from causing the destruc- 
tion of world peace and possibly of mankind as a whole," he stated.

Liberation Organisation." 


Meanwhile, the Israel administration allowed several thousand Israelis who 
opposed the withdrawal to stay in Yamit until after the Passover. 


Observers here believed that in placing fresh obstacles Israel aimed at bring- 
ing new pressure to bear upon Egypt, delaying or making incomplete the final 
withdrawal. 


They also noted that Israel has concentrated massive troops in areas border- 
ing South Lebanon in preparation for a new attack on Lebanese territory. 


Egypt was worried about the deteriorating situation, and reports from Wash- 
ington said that the Reagan administration was surprised by Israel's creation 
of new problems. Egypt has held emergency meetings with the United States, 
asking for U.S. interference. 


The United States began today a new diplomatic move to solve differences 
between Israel and Egypt. U.S. Assistant Secretary of States Nicalas Veliotes 
left here for Israel after talks with Egyptian officials.

Local newspapers reported today that Mubarak stressed in the message the 
necessity of implementing the peace agreement between Egypt and Israel both 
in letter and in spirit, building up confidence between the two countries and 
practising self-restraint in the remaining days before Israel's withdrawal. 
The message also dealt with the demarcation issue over Taba in the Gulf 

of Aqaba. 


"Ali said in an interview with Monte Carlo Broadcast Station yesterday that 
Egypt would not give up one inch of its territory. He insisted that Egypt 
ask for conciliation or arbitration on the disputes.

Sinai Withdrawal Nears

more than a week before Israel's scheduled final withdrawal from Sinai and yet 
no agreement was reached in the negotiations yesterday between Israeli Defense 
Minister Ari‘el Sharon and Egyptian officials on the pending problems concern- 
ing Sinai borders. 


In the view of Egyptain sources and foreign pressmen and diplomats here, there 
are other possibilities than the scheduled Israeli withdrawal, and the situa- 
tion is far from optimistic. 


One possibility much talked about is: Israel probably will withdraw its troops 
from most parts of the one-third of Sinai it occupies but with pretext left 
behind to facilitate its stay in Taba and other disputed areas. 


Other possibilities as seen here include an Israeli postponement of withdrawal 
or partial withdrawal with some places such as Yamit left under its occupation. 


Why Israel's last-minute effort to provoke dispute? Many here believe that 
this comes from Israel's expansionist policy. The Israelis are not reconciled 
to withdrawal from the territories they have occupied. Some of them called 
withdrawal from Sinai as Israel's "funeral". There has also been a fanatical 
outcry against withdrawal. 


Apart from the dispute over the demarcation of the Sinai border, the Menachem 
Begin government has accused Egypt of violating the Camp David accords and 

the Egyptian-Israeli peace treaty. People here believe tnis reflected Israeli 
dissatisfaction with current tendencies in Egyptian policy. While maintaining 
peaceful relations with Israel, Egypt persists in its stand of safeguarding 
its territorial sovereignty and the Palestinian and Arab rights, a stand in- 
tolerable to Israeli policy which aims at alientating Egypt from other Arab 
States. 


Some people recalled the Israeli attitude since th. signing of the Camp David 
accords and pointed out that Begin is prone to crea.ing tension at the last 
minute and exerting heavy pressure to gain advantage from his opponent's 
concessions. 
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It is viewed here that the Begin administration is counting on splitting the 
Arab world to reduce the pressure on Israel. The United States, busily 
mediating the British-Argentine dispute, would have no time for the Middle 
East. In addition, the U.S. partiality to Israel's recent provocations in the 
occupied Arab territories has also encouraged Begin to persist in his reaction- 
ary stand. 


The Israeli threat to postpone withdrawal from Sinai has placed an acute prob- 
lem before the United States. The Camp David accords are regarded as the 

sole diplomatic success of the United States in the Middle East for the past 
few years. An Israeli refusal to withdraw would be a heavy blow at the U.S. 
Middle East policy. Some people believe that in order to maintain its stra- 
tegic situation in the Middle East, the U.S. has to try its utmost to make 
Israel withdraw, while others argue that not quite at ease with current ten- 
dencies in Egypt's foreign policy, Washington may welcome Israeli pressure 

on the Sinai problem to squeeze some sort of guarantee from Egypt. 


In these circumstances, while indicating it is not going to make more conces- 
Sions, Egypt has continued the talks with Israel on their differences in an 
effort to bring about Israeli withdrawal on schedule. 


It is generally believed here that the U.S. will play a key role in the develop- 
ment of the situation in the next few days. An Egyptian journalist said the 
Situation can only clear up at the last minutes of the timetable of withdrawal. 


Border Dispute Viewed

It gave evidence that the Soviet Union had been trying to have 
a hand in the settlement of the Middle East problem, they said.

Qotbzadeh Confesses Plot To Kill Khomeyni

Qotbzadeh has confessed to having plotted to kill Iranian leader Ayatollah

Qotbzadeh and other 44 persons were arrested last week on a charge of the plot- 
ting. 


Qotbzadeh said in a television interview yesterday that three months ago a 
group of army officers planned to blow up Khomeyni's residence in Tehran and 
take over headquarters of the Iranian Revolutionary Guard Corps and the 
Komitens (security institutions) as well as radio and television stations. 


He said he did not oppose the plan of killing Khomeyni at the beginning when 
the army officers made contacts with him but he was going to reject it be- 
cause of his sentiments towards Khomeyni. 


Qotbzadeh said he had contacts with Ayatollah Shariat Madari, the influential 
Iranian spiritual leader, through two clergymen. Shariat Madari told the 
clergymen that he would support them if they could have overthrown the 
government, but he could do nothing before that. Shariat Madari has been 
under de facto house arrest in the holy city of Qom for two years and his 
son-in-law was among those arrested last week. 


Hojat ol-Eslam Reyshahri, head of the Revolutionary Court of the Armed Forces, 
was quoted by the IRANIAN REPUBLIC NEWS AGENCY as telling reporters yesterday 
that the authorities began keeping an eye on activities on Qotbzadeh and his 
collaborators one and half years ago. 
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Iran Launches Spring Offensives in Kurdish Areas

[Text] Tehran, 18 Apr (XINHUA)--Iranian troops began their spring offensive 
operations early last week in the Kurdish-inhabited areas of northwestem 
Iran. 


Radio Iran broadcast this morning a communique released by the Islamic Revolu- 
tionary Guard Corps (IRGC) announcing that government forces on April 15 at- 
tacked 13 villages held by "“counterrevolutionaries" for three years along the 
Kamiyaran--Marivan highway, in Kordestan Province. During the attack, the 
communique said, 30 “counterrevolutionaries" were killed and two were cap- 
tured. 


According to earlier reports, government forces launched spring offensives 
codenamed “Operation Ansarollah" and "0, Mohammad" on April 13 in Kurdish- 
inhabited provinces. During the offensives, government forces claimed to have 
captured the strategic Kalteh bridge and the Dehbaq village on Baneh-Sardasht 
road. 


The government's helicopter gunships bombarded three armed insurgent bases in 
Saqgqez area, Kurdistan Province, Radio Iran reported Saturday. Three vil- 
lages in this area were also reportedly taken over by government forces. 


According to Saturday's ISLAMIC REPUBLIC, government forces in an offensive 
near Bukan in West Azerbaijan Province recovered a 2,000-square-kilometer 
area. A spokesman of northwest operation headquarters said 100 “counterevolu- 
tionaries" were killed and 100 others wounded. 


The war with the Kurdish minority, stubborn autonomy-seeking nationals, has 
been a chronic headache for the Iranian central government. Last year 
when Bukan, the last stronghold of Kurdish rebels, was captured by government 
forces, former Foreign Minister Musavi said during an interview in New York 
that [words illegible] the Kurds had ended, but the offensives continue. 


Syrian Relations Cut With Iraq

Spain's Expulsion of Soviets

[Text] Moscow, 28 Apr (XINHUA)--The Soviet Union has failed to meét the pro- 
jected targets for its national economy in the first quarter of this year. 


The production communique released by the Central Statistical Board showed 
that industrial output rose only by 2.1 percent in the first quarter of this 
year as compared with the same period last year, falling short of the target 
of a 4.7 per cent growth. The moderate increase hit an all-time low in the 
post-war period. 


The growth of labour productivity was set at 4.1 per cent for this year, but 
it posted an increase of only 1.5 percent in the quarter. This constituted 
another lowest record for peace time in the Soviet Union. 


Among the 65 kinds of the "most essential products" listed by the Central 
Statistical Board, natural gas, metal-cutting machines, instruments and meters, 
automatic tools, fulfilled the production plan whereas the output of 27 other 
items, such as steel, rolled steei, iron ore, chemical fertilizer, cement, 
turbines, oil equipment and textile products fell from the same period last 
year. 


Furthermore, poor harvests in three consecutive years have severely affected 
animal husbandry. According to published figures, the output of meat and milk 
amounted to 3.94 million tons and 111957 million tons respectively, down 1 

and 4 percent from the last year's output. 


By April 1, the amount of cattle in the collective and state farms showed a 
slight increase while that of pigs reduced for lack of fodder. 


The reduction of livestock breeding has resulted in further deteriorating 
supply of meat and milk on the Soviet market. 


Egypt's Abu Ghazalah on Soviet Threat

[Text] Cairo, 3 May (XINHUA)--"The only way to safeguard the security of the 
Middle East and Africa is to drive the Soviets out of the region,” the MAYO 
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weexly reported today by quoting Egyptian Defense Minister Mohamed ‘Abd al- 
Halim abu Ghazalah. Abu Ghazalah said that the Soviet Union attempted to 
divide Africa and encircle the oilfields in the Gulf area. If they and their 
mercenaries from Cuba were able to put Africa under their control, they would 
have the raw materials much needed by the Western aviation industry in their 
hands, Abu Ghazalah said. If they cut off the oil supply for the West, Europe 
would have to kneel down before them, he added. Abu Ghazalah stressed that 
along with the establishment of a United Arab force, the United States should 
Supply the region with necessary military equipment to cope with the threat 
from the Soviet Union and the mercenaries it has installed in the heart of 
Africa. He held that the U.S. rapid deployment force was largely a symbolic 
force unable to challenge any Soviet attacks. 


Netherlands, Spain suspend Talks on Gas

[Text] Brussel, 4 May (XINHUA)--The Netherlands and Spain have suspended 
their talks with the Soviet Union on purchasing Soviet Siberian natural gas, 
according to press reports here. 


The Netherlands’ project of buying 2 billion cubic metres of Soviet natural 
gas is “frozen” at the moment, said the monthly EUROPE today. The talks on 
the deal will soon be halted definitively, it added. 


Initially, the Netherlands intended importing 4 billion cubic metres of natur- 
al gas from the Soviet Union starting from the mid-1980s. This volume was 
brought down to 2 billion cubic metres last February. 


The Netherlands produces about half of the gas turned out by the European 
Economic Community countries. Fifty-seven per cent of its gas is exported to 
other EEC member states. Sales were, however, down 9.2 per cent during the 
first three months of this year. 


The Spanish paper EL PAIS reported that Spain has also suspended its talks on 
buying Soviet gas. Spain now wishes to examine the deal more closely and see 
whether it is financially advantageous, the paper said. But informed sources 
said that the political climate could have played a role, too, in the suspen- 
sion, the paper added. Spain's accession to NATO and its expulsion of two 
Soviet diplomats on spy charges last week might have affected the Spanish 
Jecision to suspend its talks on buying 3 billion cubic metres of Soviet gas 
a year, it noted.

COMMENTARY ON NATO 
European Security Institute Stresses Defense

[Text] Brussels, 15 Apr (XINHUA)-—-Special attention will be paid to problems 
concerning European defense by the newly established European Institute for 
Security matters (EIS), a manifesto issued by a symposium of the EIS indi- 
cates today. 


The manifesto says no European strategic thought has come forth for many years 
"because of the fact that the credibility of an American strategic nuclear 
response was considered sacrosanct and represented the panacea, a type of 
deterrence that nobody dared to question." However, it points out, “If we 
find it necessary to reinforce the European pillar of the alliance, we consi- 
der it mandatory that this be done within the Atlantic Alliance's framework, 
the only guarantee for our present and future security in the absence of an 
autonomous European defense". 


This is the first symposium of the EIS since it was founded in December, 1981. 


The manifesto states that the EIS intends to “undertake specific studies re- 
garding much more Europe than the United States", but all of which have an 
impact on the security and cohesion of the alliance. One example is, it notes, 
"the pacifist and neutralist movements, which have torn Europe apart and 
which could lead to z widening of the gap between the new and the old conti- 
ment with incalculable consequences for Europe." Another example would be the 
vulnerability of Europe in the peripheral areas not covered by the treaty 
which calls for exclusively European solutions. And at last, Europeans must 
try to solve the appalling dilemma of "nuclear holocaust or capitulation", of 
which they refuse to acknowledge the finality and its implications, the mani- 
festo adds. 


Secretary General J. Lums and EEC President G. Thorm made greeting addresses 
at the symposium this morning.

The exercise, the communique says, aims at practising air mobile operations 

and artillery firings of the Allied Command Europe Mobile Force (AMF), which 
was formed in 1960 for a rapid deployment of army and air wits to a threatened 
area under the NATO's Allied Command of Europe. 


Schmidt Supports NATO's Nuclear Strategy

[Text] Bonn, 20 Apr (XINHUA)-—-West German Chancellor Helmut Schmidt today 
called on his Social Democratic Party (SPD), the major ruling party in West 
Germany, to support NATO's nuclear strategy. He again rejected the Soviet 
proposal for a freeze on deploying medium-range missiles. 


Schmidt said, at the SPD Congress in Munich, that the Soviet missile super- 
iority is a threat to West Germany's security and freedom of action. “The 
Geneva negotiations between Washington and Moscow will meet with success only 
if the Soviet Union is convinced that in the event of failure it will have to 
reckon with the deployment in Europe of the American nuclear missiles at the 
close of 1983," he added. 


Rejecting the Soviet proposal to freeze deployment of missiles, he said, "I 
understand their motives, but a freeze is not possible unless they give up 
their big advantage in SS-20 missiles.” 


He also said the growing peace movement in the Social Democratic Party could 
lead to Soviet aggression. "Experience has shown that if one side is im 
potent it does not hinder aggression by the more powerful.” 


On West Germany's relations with the United States, he said, “Our close and 
cooperative relationship with the United States is the cormerstone of our 


security and guarantees our freedom.” 


Turning to home affairs, he said, "We must seek compromises that the Liberals 
will accept." Otherwise the opposition would take over. 
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It is believed that Schmidt may win a majority at the SPD Congress but he 
is umable to cover up the ever deepening differences within the party over 
its policies. 


Turkey's Bayulken Speaks on Defense Policy

[Text] Ankara, 28 Apr (XINHUA)--Turkish Defence Minister Haluk Bayulken an- 
nounced here yesterday that "modern Turkish armies with a high firing power 
will be a considerable deterrent factor to any hostile power with a goal of 
intervention in the area," the local press reported today. 


In an interview with 11 journalists from NATO's European member countries, 
Bayulken said, "Turkey's defence policy, like that of the alliance, aims 

at making war impossible through credible deterrence." 

"Peace cannot be insured by goodwill only," the defence minister said. "Turkey 
believes, hence, a strong defensive posture is necessary. A strong NATO is 
essential to keep the peace." 


Bayulken said, “There is no nuclear missile on Turkish soil, and the modern- 
ization of the Turkish armed forces involves conventional weapons." 


Bayulken also said: “It is out of question for Turkey to take part in a rapid 
deployment force being established by the U.S. to deter any possible attack 
against rich oil fields in the Persian Gulf region. The defence of the Gulf 
region is a matter for the independent Gulf states." 


On relations with the Soviet Union, Bayulken said Turkey had friendly relations 
with the Soviet Union and other neighbors on the basis of each keeping its 
own system intact without interfering in the domestic affairs of others. 


NATO's Balance of Forces

[Text] Brussels, 4 May (XINHUA)-—-NATO Secretary-General J. Lums said today 
that the numerical balance of forces inEurope has moved "slowly but steadily" 
in favor of the Warsaw Pact over the past two decades. 
In a brochure entitled "NATO and the Warsaw Pact Force Comparisons" released 
here today, Luns said the members of the North Atlantic Treaty Organization 


have lost much of the technological advantage which permitted NATO to rely 
on the view that quality could compensate for quantity. 


It is clear that the trend is dangerous, but NATO's overall deterrent con- 
tinues, he added. 
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According to statistics in the brochure, the comparisons for NATO-Warsaw Pact 
conventional forces in Europe are in favor of the Warsaw Pact with 2.6 mil- 

lion against 4 million in the armed forces, 84 against 173 divisions, 13,000 
against 42,500 in main battle tanks, 10,750 against 31,500 in artillery/mortars, 
1 2,975 against 7,240 in combat aircraft. 

"This advantage for the Warsaw Pact is likely to remain and, indeed, could 
increase at least for some considerable time as both sides reinforce, with 
NATO having to bring most of its reinforcements, particularly its equipment, 
across the Atlantic, and the Warsaw Pact benefiting from internal and shorter 
lines of communications,™ the brochure says. 


In nuclear forces, the statistics show that NATO has 2,022 strategic missiles 
and bombers, countering 2,/704 on the Soviet part. NATO Las none of the cur- 
rently deployed longer-range INF missiles systemsagainst 600 Soviet SS-4, SS-5, 
and SS-20s. In the number of short-range nuclear forces including missiles 

and artillery, NATO deployed 1,100 in Europe over 900 of the Warsaw Pact 

facing it. 


Luns told reporters today that the Soviet Union has been deploying SS-20s in 
both its Eastern and Western parts since Brezhnev proposed a nuclear freeze 
last March. 


He pointed out that the proposal would leave NATO an ineffective "flexible 
response strategy" and an ever mounting expenditure for conventional forces.

ITALIAN CP OFFICIAL ASSASSINATED--Rome, 30 Apr (XINHUA)--Head of the Italian 
Commmist Party in Sicily Pio La Torre was assassinated in an ambush this 
morning in downtown Palermo, Sicily's capital. La Torre was shot dead along 
with his driver Rosario Di Salvo near the site of the Sicily Regional Committee 
of the party. The case is now under invectigation. La Torre, 55-year old 
regional secretary of the Italian Communist Party in Sicily, joined the par- 
ty in 1945 and was elected to the Chamber of Deputies successively in 1972, 
1976 and 1979. This incident of assassination has aroused strong indigna- 
tion among people from all walks of life in Italy. Emrico Berlinguer, general 
secretary of the Italian Communist Party, expressed grievance over La Torre's 
death at a party meeting of cadres, saying that "the labouring masses and 
democratic forces are capable of striking a powerful counterblow at this kind 
of crime", and the leading body of the Italian Communist Party would hold an 
emergency meeting to discuss the incident. On hearing the grievous news

We muSt actively launch friendly foreign contacts and 
economic, scientific and technological exchanges as weil as devote major 
efforts to develop the tourist trade. As for personnel who deal with 
foreign affairs, we must earnestly educate them in patriotism, inter- 
nationalism and in foreign policies. We must also instruct them on 
discipline in foreign affairs so that we can continue to strengthen the 
establishment of a foreign affairs corps. 


This year the planned purchase of export commodities was 2.84 billion yuan, 
an increase of 2.2 percent over last year. Port export plans are $4.41 
billion. We must work hard to surpass this quota. 


The key areas in developing our superiority are metallurgy, machinery, oil, 
chemical industries, building materials, etc., as well as the export of 
ndigdneous livestock products and aquatic products. We must continue to 
develop our productive capacities in traditional arts and crafts and in 
lifht and textile industries. We must also increase exports of industrial 
art products, hardware and industrial chemicals in everyday use, foodstuff, 
textiles and clothing. it is necessary to earnestly improve the management 
and administration of export commodities and lower trading costs. In order 
to bring about conditions for expanded export it is necessary to concentrate 
on the establishment of specialized export plants and bases and actively to 
develop “hot-selling" products for export. It is important for us to make 
every effort to absorb advanced foreign technology, to develop more 

com petitive export products, to strive to improve product quality, to 
increase variety and to increase the volume of sales in the competition 

of the world market, 


In the two areas of industry and trade we must further implement the 
principle of the “four combinations and two made publics" jointly to make 
production plans and promote foreign sales. We must conscientiously set 
up talks on export commodities to be run by Chen Yang [3088 7122] in March 
of this year in our province. 
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It is necessary to go all out to develop processing of imported materiais, 
assembling of imported parts and processing of imported models as well as 
compensatory trade and flexible trade such as joint and cooperative 
management. This year the proportion of our export of finished products 

of processed imported materials must be increased. We must boldly make 

use of foreign capital, actively introduce advanced technological equipment 
and speed up the technological transformation of medium- and small-sized 
enterprises. This year our province introduced 90 projects. Each 
prefecture and each department must carry out this work. 


The government at all levels must strengthen its leadership in work in 
foreign economic trade, learn how to make use of both kinds of resources, 
open up both markets and master both skills. We must actively reform the 
system of foreign economic trade and revive importing and exporting. We 
should improve work in port transportation and make a concerted effort in 
upgrading routes, ports and further develop the role of the Dairen harbor 
joint committee. 


We must strengthen the establishment of a socialist spiritual civilization 
and increase the broad masses awareness of socialist and communist ideology 
and improve their moral practices. We are engaged in the establishment of 
socialist modernization. Not only are we trying to establish a highly 
developed material civilization, we are also trying to establish a highly 
developed spiritual civilization.

In 
severely punishing major criminal cases in the economic sphere, we must 
first conscientiously investigate and deal with those major criminal cases 
in the economic sphere involving leading cadres. This is an important 

task for the year that should be strongly stressed. This struggle has a 
bearing on the rise and fall of our party and the prosperity and decline of 
the nation. We must regard attacking crimes in the economic sphere as a 
major political and economic struggle between capitalist corruption and 
socialist opposition to corruption. We must understand the importance of 
protecting the socialist system and it is essential resolutely to engage 

in this task. As for those state workers who had a hand in criminal 
activities, they must be uniformly punished without indulgence or leniency. 
Leading cadres in all state agencies and economic organizations must learn 
to apply essential legal procedures and other means to safeguard economic 
order. In addition to economic departments, public security departments, 
judicial departments, administrative and management departments in industry 
and commerce, customs, tax bureaus, etc., must coordinate with the 
procuratorate and law courts under the laws and regulations of the state 
and strive promptly and effectively to attack all economic crimes. When 
dealing with these cases it is necessary to carry out large-scale propaganda 
and instruction, to reorganize organizations, integrate systems, plug up 
loopholes and prevent the occurrence of economic crimes. 


trengthen Political Work, Improve Work Style 


In the last year, the People's Government and work departments have all 
achieved initial results in improving their work style, raising their work 
efficiency and in other areas closely linked to the masses. Quite a few 
district governments have done many good deeds for the wellbeing of the 
masses and they have received their praise. 


However, our work has still not been satisfactory. Just as Premier Zhao 
Ziyang pointed out in his “Report on Government Work" at the fourth session 
of the Fifth NPC: "At present the bureaucratic trends that exist in o:r 
state political life and economic management present major obstacies to 
setting out on a new path toward developing our national economy and 
carrying out the four modernizations." This analysis corresponds to the 
actual circumstances in our province. Overstaffed organizations, an 
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excessive number of administrative levels and low work efficiency is 
widespread in our province at all levels in the People‘s Government and 
in economic management departments, Among certain cadres there is the 
phenomena of varying degrees of bureaucratism and lack of initiative and 
enthusiasm. There are also a handful of cadres who engage in unsound 
practices and violate discipline and the law. We must adopt decisive 
measures to change resolutely this intolerable state of affairs. In order 
to spur on people throughout the province to engage in economic construc- 
tion and inestablishing a spiritual civilization, it is necessary to 
continue earnestly to concentrate on the establishment of the People's 
Government at ali levels and on improving political work under the 
leadership of CCP committees at all levels. 





Simplifying administrative structures, overcoming bureaucratism and 
increasing work efficiency are the strategic policy decisions for developing 
the revolutionary cause and carrying forward the establishment of the four 
modernizations. They are important for the government's own establishment 
and they are urgently required by the broad masses and cadres. We must 
resolutely carry out this important work under the unified plan of the 
State Council. We must also strengthen the establishment of leading groups 
in all levels of the government, select the virtuous and appoint the capable 
and promote in a planned way a group of exemplary middle-aged and young 
cadres who have good ideological and political views, professional 
knowledge, practical experience and leadership skills co leading positions 
at all levels. In this way there will be more revolutionary, specialized, 
knowledgeable and younger cadres. At the same time, suitable political 

and living arrangements should be made for veteran cadres who have left 
office or retired. On the basis of simplifying administrative structures, 
we must clarify the duties and limits of authority of all government, 
department and administrative structures and clarify the scope of workers 
responsibilities. We must set up the system of reSponsibility for cadre 
positions and establish a system for strictly assessing state workers as 
well as a system of rewards and penalties. It is necessary firmly to 
correct the bad practices of shifting responsibility onto others, 
procrastination and being irresponsible in one’s work. We must resolutely 
get rid of the yamen work style of being eager to prepare official travel 
documents but not to solve practical problems, 


It is the major reSponsibility of all levels of government to upgrade 
investigation, study, inspection and supervision. All leading cadres must 
Spend more time going down to the grassroots units. They must investigate, 
study, personaliy keep up on firsthand information, think independently, 
make their own judgements, overcome subjectivism and prevent one-sidedness. 
This is the most basic prerequisite for all levels and departments in doing 
good work. It is also our basic method of work. If we want to simplify 
conferences and documents, uphold the effective work styles of going down 
to the grassroots level, on-the-spot administration and joint efforts, 

and if we want to be oriented toward grassroots units, production and the 
masses, then we must do all we can to solve problems in the basic levels. 
In work only half of the plans and appeals are unsatisfactory so it is 
necessary to strengthen inspection, supervision and specific guidance. 
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the People's Government at all levels must report on their work to the 
Standing committee of the NPC and they must accept supervision by the 
standing committee of the NPC. They must maintain close ties with the 
masses, listen attentively to the voice of the masses, conscientiously 
deal with proposals from the people's congress and treat seriously the 
letters people send and the complaints they make when they call. The 
People's Government must accept the supervision, criticism and suggestions 
of the people's delegates and the broad masses. Thus government work will 
become even more effective. 


We must continue to free ourselves from old ideas and encourage revolutionary 
enthusiasm. We must have an accurate understanding of how to inspire 

revolutionary enthusiasm. Inspiring revolutionary enthusiasm does not mean 
boasting, indulging in empty taik or engaging in formalisa. On the contrary, 


it means freeing ourselves from old ideas, studying new conditions intensively, 


resolving new problems, looking for new solutions and opening up new 
prospects. We oppose ignoring objective conditions and reluctantly deaiing 
with those matters that have not been dealth with successfully in the past. 
However, we do want to develop a strong sense of political responsibility 
toward the people and toward work. We must take the interests of the whole 
into account, vie with each other for the hardest job, combine revoiutionary 


spirit with a scientific approach, go all out to advance despite difficulties, 


and actively handle those affairs that require some effort. Ali this will 
enable the national economy to maintain a certain rate of development during 
readjustment and even better work can be done. Cadres at ali levels, 
particularly leading cadres must regain and keep up that burst of energy 
from that period of revolutionary war. They must act as good leading 
soldiers during the establishment of socialist modernization and make new 
contributions. 


Strengthening the establishment of political parties on the basic levels 

is a necessary measure for ensuring long lasting order. At the present 
time, in some urban and rural areas, social order and social practices 

are not stable. A major reason for this is that the organization of 
political power in basic levels is unsound. It has even reached the point 
of becoming paralyzed or semiparalyzed so that basic work has become very 
weak. Consequently, we must earnestly strengthen the establishment of 
political power in the basic levels in cities and in the countryside. If 
rural areas carried out all forms of the system of responsibility in 
production, particularly the fixing of household quotas and contracts, 

then the funetion of communes and production brigades as the political power 
at the basic levels would be strengthened rather than weakened. In order 

to bring about the widespread restoration and strengthening of municipal 
people's committees, public security committees and people's mediation 
committees, we must strengthen security organizations in agencies, schools, 
factories, mines, enterprises, railroads, aviation, communications, 
transportation and in other basic level units. We must also give full 

Dlay te their role in safeguarding public order, reinforcing the 
establishment of the legal system and handling disputes among the people.

All workers in political departments, particularly leading cadres, must 
uphold the principle of democratic centralism, strengthen their overall 
point of view, conscientiously implement principles and policies of the 
party and state, maintain political unity with the party Central Committee 
and strive to complete all assignments from the upper levels.

dai li ren (legal representative) refers to a person who represents a 
in litigation in cases where explicit legal provisions require such 
entation. In civil procedure, minors who have no legal capacity, per- 
acking mental faculties, insane persons who have lost their legal cap:- 
citv are to be represented by their parents, foster parents, spouses, child-en 
her guardians according to the provisions of the law, in exercising their 
rights to litigation. In the course of litigation, these parents, foster 
parents, spouses, children or other guardians are called legal representatives. 
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Su song biao di (the subject of litigation) is the civil right or obligation 
that is in dispute between the parties of the lawsuit, which they ask the 
people's court to settle. The people's courts have no way of handling any 
civil case that has no subject or of which the subject is not clear. In each 
case the concrete question that the plaintiff asks to resolve is different and 
the relationship in civil law is different each time, so that the subject of 
the various cases is also different each time. Clarifying the subject of a 
lawsuit, which means discovering the focus of the dispute and clearly defining

BEIJING CUTS SENTENCES FOR INMATES WEO INFORM ON OTHERS

Central Policy in Fighting Crime™] 


[Text] In the course of strengthening the social order and public security 
and combating crime, Beijing Municipality has made conscientious efforts to 
implement the policy of “leniency toward those who confess their crimes and 
severe punishment for those who refuse to do so," a policy aimed at breaking 
criminal rings and rescuing the victims of traps set by criminals—victims who 
are willing to correct their mistakes and turn over a new leaf in life. This 
policy has proved instrumental in strengthening the social order and public 
security in the capital. 


On 10 June 1981, the Standing Committee of the National People's Congress 
adopted a "Resolution Dealing With Fugitives or Convicts Who Have Been 
Sentenced to Hard Labor or Committed to Correctional Institutions for Repeat- 
edly Committing Crimes." This resolution was put into effect on 10 July. In 
an effort to rescue the victims of criminal traps, the Beijing Municipal 
Public Security Bureau, the Beijing Municipal People's Procuratorate, and the 
Beijing Municipal People's Court have explained the “Resolution” at meetings 
held in prisons, at detention centers, and on rehabilitation farms and other 
occasions, and have called on those who are willing to correct their mistakes 
and turn over a new leaf to take swift action to confess their crimes to the 
government. They have also promised to give lenient treatment to those inmates 
who truly decide to confess their crimes and inform the government of the 
whereabouts of criminals at large, thus demonstrating real atonement for their 
wrongdoings. During the past month, more than 19,000 inmates have confessed 
their crimes and kept the government informed of problems, while providing 
more than 33,000 clues that have led law enforcement agencies to break 
various criminal cases. In many localities, parents have urged their children 
and wives have encouraged their husbands to confess what they have cone. 


Since the second half of 1981, the public security organs, people's procura- 
torates, and people*’s courts in Beijing Municipality have held more than 300 
meetings to announce decisions to give lenient treatment to those who have 
reallv shown signs of atonement for their crimes, who have confessed their 
crimes, and who have provided clues that have led to the breaking of criminal 
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cases. (Among ther are convicts who have been sentenced to hard labor and 
committed to rehabilitation institutions.) At these meetings, prison terms 
were shortened for those who have done things that merit commendation. The 
decision by the Chaoyang District People's Procuratorate to dismiss charges 
against a thief detained by the Chaoyang District Public Cecurity Subbureau 
has drawn a strong response from inmates in other detention centers and has 
prompted a criminal ringleader to confess his crimes and provide clues for 
85 cases, including 2 cases of rape, 6 cases of robbery, and 77 cases of 
emblezzlement. Fe has also provided the government with a list of names of 
24 criminals. The clues provided by him have led the public security organs 
to break 43 criminal cases.

NEED TO USE LAW AS WEAPON TO COMBAT CRIMF SEEN

[Text] The “Resolution Aimed at Severely Punishing Those Found Guilty of 
Seriously Disrupting the Economic Order," Adopted by the 22nd Session of the 
Standing Committee of the National People's Congress, has won resolute sup- 
port from the broad masses of cadres and people because its adoption is in 
intersts of the people throughout the country and conforms to their wishes. 
The proclamation of the "Resolution" means a telling blow to criminals found 
guilty of disrupting the socialist economic order, while its enforcement will 
make them realize it is impossible to escape from the meshes of the law. This 
has left them no alternative but to voluntarily give themselves up to the law 
enforcement agencies, to confess their crimes, and to return to the original 
owners cash and goods they have stoled. Shortly after it became law, it 
began to make its influence felt among the people. This action has enchanted 
the masses of people and has strengthened their confidence and courage in the 
Struggle against criminal activities in the economic sector. 


The “Resolution” is designed to modify and revise the relevant provisions of 
the "Criminal Law™ on the basis of a review of cases of smuggling, illegal 
remittances of foreign exchange currency, bribery, thefts of public property, 
thefts of rare cultural relics for sale, and other economic crimes that have 
occurred during the past 2 or 3 vears. One of its important aspects is a 
Stinulation calling for heavier penalties than ever against economic crimes, 
including life imprisonment and death sentences for those whose crimes are 
particularly serious. But the original "Criminal Law" stipulates death 
sentences only for exceptionally serious crimes of corruption and crimes of 
robbery of public property that result in fatal injury and death to people. 
In the criginal "Criminal Law,” life imprisonment is provided only for crimes 
of embezzlement, counterfeiting national currency, and stealing rare cultural 
relics in a wav that seriously damages the national interests. Prison terms 
prescribed for such crimes are less than 7 years. Given today's crimes in 
the economic sector, which seem more serious than ever, such penalties as 
provided for in the original version of the "Criminal Law” are clearly too 
lenient. They are even lighter than similar stipulations contained in the 
"Statute Dealing With Cases of Corruption” that went into effect in 1952. The 
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fact that economic crimes of a serious nature have increasingly gotten out of 
hand and cannot be kept in check even by means of the laws now at our disposal 
stems from the failure of cadres in many localities and departments to obey 
and strictly enforce the laws and to bring criminals to justice. The relevant 
provisions of the "Criminal Law" have been revised and modified in order to 
meet the needs of the current objective situation. This action is deemed 
absolutely necessary as an effective measure for checking and dealing blows 

to criminal activities in the economic sector and for protecting the interests 
of the state and the people. 


Another important aspect of the "Resolution" that is designed to modify and 
revise the relevant provisions of the “Criminal Law" is a stipulation calling 
for severe punishment for state officials who are found guilty of economic 
crimes. At present, the direct and indirect involvement of certain state 
officials and even highly responsible cadres in many cases of economic crime, 
and their attempts to condone and cover them up, have forced investigators to 
broaden their probe into such cases, have further complicated the nature of 
the problem, and have added new elements to the strength of the resistance 
against investigation. Particularly noteworthy is their failure and inability 
to deal with major, important cases. Unless vigorous efforts are made to 
solve problems caused by guilty state officials, it is most unlikely that 
economic crimes will be brought under effective control. The “Resolution” 
draws a clear distinction between state officials who take part in criminal 
activities and ordinary criminals, and it stipulates that the former shall be 
more severely punished than the latter. State officials who attempt to shield 
and protect criminals from prosecution, who take retaliatory action against 
law enforcement officials, informants and witnesses, who fail in their duty to 
bring criminals to justice or fail to do so in the face of obstruction of 
justice, and who fail to report crimes knowingly or commit perjury in the 
courts shall be prosecuted on charges of practicing favoritism, of misconduct, 
of obstructing the exercise of the social management order, of framing false 
charges against the innocent with intent to carry out reprisals, and of 
dereliction of duty, respectively. The fact prove that unless serious charges 
are leveled against the small number of cadres found guilty of disobeying the 
laws, and even knowingly breaking the laws, it is absolutely impossible to 
effectively prevent and keep in check criminal activities. 


Someone may ask: Is it consistent with the principle that everyone is equal 
before the law if state officials are more severely punished than ordinary 
citizens for breaking the law? I believe that there are no inconsistencies 
between this approach and the saic principle; this approach is a necessary 
step in the direction of upholding this principle. State cadres found guilty 
of breaking the law should be punished more severely than ordinary criminals 
for the reason that they are power-wielders, and in accordance with the prin- 
ple of justice to all. This approach is also consistent with this ancient 
Chinese saying: “Those who knowingly break the law from their position as a 
law enforcement officials deserve heavier penalties than ordinary lawbreakers." 
Last year, in his report on the work of the government, Premier Zhao Ziyang 
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inted out: “Without exception, state officials should be severely punished 

r their involvement in criminal activities, since appeasement will nourish 
evil." 1f state cadres are -llowed to wield power for illegal purposes, and 
it they are uisiowed to abuse their power with impunity, such power will sooner 
or later become their de facto prerogative. This being the case, the princi- 


ple that everyone is equal before the law will become a joke. 


The current struggle against criminal activities in the economic sector is in 
re of a struggle carried out by us against corrosive bourgeois 

es--or a form of class struggle. But this form of class struggle 

c a time when we are entering a new period in history and when the 
entire party and the entire nation are shifting the focus of their work to 
economic construction, and it exists only in specific localities. For this 
reason, it cannot be called the principal contradiction ‘n our society. This 
is why this particular form of class struggle should be carried out within 
the normal framework of the law. in other words, the law should be applied as 
a weapon for punishing criminals. Only in this way can we deal steady, 
accurate, and relentless blows to criminals in a way that will not adversely 
affect, hamper, or disrupt the normal development of our economy, culture, 
education, and other work.
